Completion of a seven-year
cotstruction program  that
hrings the Colorado River
Aqueduct of the Metropolitan
Water District of Southern
California to its full delivery
capacity was announced to-
day by Robert B. Diemer, the
District's general manager and
chief engineer. The aqueduct
enlargement job, which was
Jaunched in 1952, doubles the
delivery capacity of the giant
Colorado River water carrier
compared to a year ago, Die-
mer pointed out,

Last year, with certain fea-
{ures of the aqueduct expan-
sion program already complet-
od, the Aqueduct delivered
660,000 acre-feet of Colorado
River water, or about one-
half billion gallong of water
a day, Diemer stated. Today,
with the Aqueduct brought, to
its full delivery capacity, it
can deliver 1,212,000 acre-feet
of water annually, or more
than one billion gallons of
water per day, Diemer point-
ed out,

THE ADDITIONAL water
which the Colorado River

Aqueduct can now bring into
the service areas of the Met-
ropolitan Water District is
enough to supply the needs
of about 3,000,000 more per-
sons,” Diemer declared. “This
is water for the Metropolitan
Water District areas to grow
on, pending the bringing in
of water from Northern Cali-
fornia,” he said.
